The. little tender Yankton, which pre-

ARBUCKLE WANTS TO RAISE 
WRECK OF BATTLESHIP MAINE 


Man Who Floated Yankee. Negoti- 
ating With Government 


an. New Job. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—John Arbuckle, 
who floated thé cruiser Yankee from 
Spindle Rock after others had abandoned 
the task as hopéless, announces that 
he is in negotiation with the Govern- 
ment to raise the Maine. He declares 
with the utmost confidence that he can 
brihg the battleship to the surface and 
tow her to a dry dock with less diffi- 
culty than he had in floating the Yan- 
kee, 

If ‘he can obtain a reasonable appro- 
priation and permission to make the at- 
tempt to flo&t the battleship. Mr. Ar- 
buckle deélares that he will surely be 
able to settle for all time the ques- 
tion whether the United Stateg was 
justified in going to war with Spais 
because of the;blowfng up of the ves- 
sel in the Havana harbor in 1808, 

‘“T have had divers make as close an 
examination as possible of the sunken 
Maine,’”’ said Mr. Arbuckle, “and the 
conditions involved in the undertak- 
ing, informal plans, the length of time 
the work will probably require and an 
approximate estimate of the cost have 
all been carefully figured out and laid 
before the proper authorities. Even the 
special compressed air device that would 
be used has been planned, and I am all 
ready to go to work as soon as the 
proper authority is granted by the Gov- 
ernment.”

Declares $80,000 for Proposed 
Christian Brothers College 
Site Is Too High. 





HIS VIEWS IN LETTER 





Comptroller Writes to Moell- 
man City Could Not Improve 
Ground if Bought. 





The purchase of seven acres of land 
from the Christian Brothers’ College, 
for a park, will be vigorously opposed 
by Comptroller Player, who says the 
valuation—$86,000—fixed in a bill ready 
to be repogted favorably to the Coun- 
cil, Tuesday, is $25,000 too high. 

The property has a frontage of 939 feet 
on King’s highway, between Easton and 
Cote Brilliante avenues, and a depth 
of 300 feet. It is planted in grass, trees 
and shrubs, and at present is part of 
the grounds surrounding the college. 
Representatives of the Christian Broth- 
ers’ College and advocates of the Dill 
urge that the acreage would make one 
of an attratctive series of parks that 
are to be joined by the now King’s 
highway boulevard, and that ‘compara. 
tively little expenditure would be. re- 
quired to accomplish that purpose. 


Price Called Exorbitant. 

Comptroller Player opposes the acquli- 
sition of the property because he says 
the price asked is exorbitant and be- 
cause the municipal revenues, - from 
whfch the pending bil! chntemplates 
paying the amount, will not bear any 
further burdens. 

In a letter which he has written to 
Chairman Moeliman of the Council's 
Ways and Means Committee, Comptrol- 
ler Player says: 

“The valuation placed on the property 
is far in excess of its market value. In 
fact, I do not think I go too far in 
stating that its worth is not in excess 
of $55,000, and I believe that the most 
optimistic real estate agent would not 
even attempt to obtain a loan of that 
amount on the property. , 

College Would Be Benefited. 

‘‘'There is another point to be consid- 
ered. The city will acquire, through 
such a purchase, the doubtful privilege 
of meeting the expenses incident to the 
improvement of King’s highway, also 
the cost of putting a street through the 
property separating the proposed park 
from the Christian Brothers’ 


and also such expense as will be in- 


Feurred in the improvement of Cote Bril- 


liante avenue. 

“If no street is put through the prop- 
erty by the city after its purchase, then 
the property becomes simply a park 
site, established at a cost of $80,000, for 
the particular benefit of the Christian 
Brothers’ College, to be maintained 
from year to year at a considerable ex- 
pense for the pleasure and advantage 
of a private institution.”

ROME, Feb. 22.—The New York World 

and Post-Dispatch $10,000 airship prize 

for the Fulton flight has been the sub- 

ject of much comment here, where it 

was announced by telegraphic dispatches 


to all the papers. 

It was the subject of a skit at ihe 
carnival on Saturday evening of the 
newspaper correspondents, who unite 
with the artistic and literary set to 
keep alive the carnival spirit of ancient 
tradition. The Veglione or fete always 
held just before Ash Wednesday tates 
the form of a skit on some topic of im- 
portance. Last year the ‘ship’ of 
D’Annunzio was the subject. 

Some idea of the excitement caused 
in the journalistic set by The Wor'd’s 
generous gift to aeronautics may be 
gathered from the fact that within a 
few hours after the prize was announced 
the journalists organized a carnival 
called “The First National Experimert 
of a Nation.” Notice of the fete ajp- 
peared in the Roman evening papers as 
follows: 

“The correspondent of journals of 
Rome will hold on Saturday, Feb. ?., 
the first grandiose experiment of pcc- 
turnal aviation. There will be a com- 
petition of aerial navigation with aezro- 
planes and dirigibles in a space relative- 
ly confined. 

“The national and international prizes 
are considerable. Among these is the 
prize of the New York World, the first 
American Grand Prize announced by 
yesterday’s telegrams from New York. 
“The competition will be lighted by 
myriads of electric lamps. Delagraye, 
Voisin, the brothers Wright, Zeppelin 
with his new dirigible, will all compete. 
France, Spain and England will send 
their military balloons, and Baron Ca- 
sana, the Minister of War, has been 
approached to allow the Italian war 
balloon, captained by Maj. Mries, to 
compete. At the pressroom prizes are 
pouring in for this characteristic and 
new race. Political and sporting men 
have. begged for programs and have 
promised prizes.’’ 

The race was held in the Adriano 
Theater, where there was erected a 
majestic shed for the benefit of com- 
petitors’ balloons. The race began at 
10 o’clock Saturday evening and ended 
early Sunday morning. 

German Societies Interested. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—Representa- 
tives of about 600 German societies in 
New York met yesterday afternoon at 
Arion Hall, Fifty-ninth street and Park 
avenue, and discussed plans for the 
celebration. Herman

Mrs. HWemsner visited her husband 
Monday in jail, where he awaits a trip 
to Kansas City, Mo., to stand trial on 
the charge of using the mails in carry- 
ing out a fraud. 

Mrs. Hamsher, who has been rooming 
with her husband and their child at 3137 
Laclede avenue for two weeks, is a fitter 
in a downtown cloakmaking shop. She 
is a chic brunette.

Admits He Wrote Letters. 
At the hearing before United States 


Commissioner Irvine Mitchell, Hamsher 
admitted that he had been writing John- 
son endearing letters; that he‘had rep- 
resented himself as a woman in these 
missives, and that he frequently got 
money from Johnson, 

According to the information the Post- 
office Inspectors have obtained, Harh- 
sher and his wife and child came to St. 
Louis from Kansas City two weeks ago. 
It was in Kansas City that Hamsher 
met Johnson last spring. On that occa- 
sion Hamsher was with a woman whom 
Johnson described to the Postoffice In- 
spectors as a “handsome young widow.” 
Soon after that meeting, Johnson 
stated, the “‘widow’’ began writing to 
him. On one pretext or another ad- 
vanced by the widow Johnson sent her 
various amounts, ranging from $5 to $20, 
until the remittances had reached the 
total of $500.

From the Farewell Address. 

The great rule of conduct for us, in regard ‘to 
foreign nations, is, in extending our commercial 
relations, to have with them ag little political 
connection as possible. So far as we have al- 
ready formed engagements, let them be fulfilled 
with perfect good faith. Here let us stop. 

Europe has a’ set of primary interests, which 
to us have none, or a very remote relation. 
Hence she must be engaged in frequent contro- 
versies, the causes of which are essentially for- 
eign to our concerns. Hence, therefore, it must 
be unwise in us to implicate ourselves, by arti- 
fical ties, in the ordinary vicissitudes of her 
politics, or the ordinary combinations and col- 
lisons of her friendships or enmities. 

Our detached ahd distant situation invites 
and enables us to pursue a different course. If 
we remain one people, under an efficient gov- 
ernment, the period is not far off when we may 
defy material injury from external annoyance; 
when we may take such an attitude as will 
cause the neutrality, we may at any time re- 
solve upon, to be scrupulously respected; when 
belligerent nations, under the impossibility of 
making acquisitions upon us, will not lightly 
hazard the giving us provocation; when we may 
choose peace or war, as our interest, guided by

country.

a free country should inspire caution, in those 
intrusted with its administration, to confine 
themselves within their respective constitutional 
spheres, avoiding in the exercise of the powers 
of one department to encroach upon another. 
The spirit of encroachment tends to consolidate 
the powers of all the departments in one, and 
thus to create, whatever the form of govern- 
ment, a real despotism. A just estimate of that 
love of power, and proneness to abuse it, which 
predominates in the human heart, is sufficient to 
satisfy us of the truth of this position. The ne- 
cessity of-:reciprocal checks in. the exercise of 
political power, by dividing and distributing it 
into different depositories, and constituting each 
the guardian of the public weal against invasions 
by the others, has been evinced by experiments 
ancient and modern, some of them in our coun- 
try and under our own eyes. To preserve them 
must be as necessary as to institute them. If, in 
the opinion of the people, the distribution or 
modification of the constitutional powers be in 
any particular wrong, let it be corrected by an 
amendment in the way which the Constitution 
designates. But let there be no change by wusut: 
pation; for, though this, in one instance, may be 
the instrument of good, it is the customary 
weapon by which free governments are de- 
stroyed. The precedent must always greatly 
overbalance the permanent evil any partial or 
transient benefit which the use can at any lime 
yield. 


It is our true policy to steer clear of perma- 
nent alliances with any portion of the foreign 
world; so far, I mean, as we are now at liberty 
to do it; for let me not be misunderstood as 
capable of patronizing infidelity to existing en- 
gagements. I hold the maxim no less applicable 
to public than to private affairs, that honesty is 
always the best policy. I repeat it, therefore, 
let those engagements be observed in their genu- 
ine sense. But, in my opinion, it is unneces- 
sary and would be unwise to extend them. 

Taking care always to keep ourselves, by suit- 
able establishments, on a respectable defensive 
posture, we may safely trust to temporary alli- 
ances for extraordinary emergencies. 


Harmony, liberal intercourse with all nations, 
are recommended by policy, humanity, and inter- 
est. But even our commercial policy should hold 
an equal and impartial hand; neither seeking 
nor granting. exclusive favors or preferences; 
consulting the natural course of things; diffus- 
ing and diversifying by gentle means the streams 
of commerce, but forcing nothing; establishing 
with powers so disposed, in order to give trade a 
stable course, to define the rights of our mer- 
chants, and to enable the Government to support 
them, conventional rules of intercourse, the best 
that present circumstances and mutual opinion 
will permit, but temporary, and liable to be from 
time to time abandoned or varied, as experience 
and circumstances shall dictate. * * #*

I have always given it as my decided opinion 
that no nation had a right td intermeddle in the 
internal concerns of another; that every one had 
a right to form and adopt whatever government 
they liked best to live under themselves; and 
that if this country could, consistently with its 
engagements, maintain a strict neutrality and 
thereby preserve peace, it was bound to do so by 
motives of policy, interest, and every other con- 
sideration that ought to actuate a people situated 
as we are. 


From a Letter to Gouverneur Morris, 1795. 

My policy has been, and will continue to be 
while I have the honor to remain in the admin- 
istration to maintain friendly terms with, but 
to be independent of all the nations of the 
earth; to share in the broils of none; to fulfill 
our engagements; to supply the wants and ve 
carriers for them all; and being thoroughly con- 
vinced that it is our policy and interest to do 
so, Nothing short of self respect and that justice 
which is essential to a national character ought 
to involve us in war.

to the isthmus for the purpose of build- 
ing the canal.”’ 

“These treaties,’’ continues Mr. Rainey, 
“have already been approved by the ad- 
ministration in this country.

BRIDGE IN SIGHT OF SUNDAY STROLLERS 
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William Jorn Fulfills Threat 
Made After Doctor Diag- 
nosed Malady. 








Leo Wentz, a watchman on the Eads 
Bridge, Monday identified a photograph 
of William Jorns of 914A Soulard street, 
as the man who leaped to his death 
from the second span of the Eads 
Pridge Sunday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. 
The photograph was taken to him by 
a reporter for the Post-Dispatch, who 
obtained it from Mrs. Lilllan Jorns, the 
Man's mother. 

Mrs. Jorns reported to the police of 
the Soulard Street Station Sunday night 
at 7 o’clock that her son had not re- 
turned home, and that she feared that 
he had fulfilled his threat to kill him- 
self made Saturday to Her and his 
friends. The police had been notified 
that a man had taken his life by leap- 
ing from the bridge, and the description 
of the man who had committed the act 
tallied- with that given of her son by 
Mrs. Jorne. 

When Wentz was shown 
graph of Jorns he said: 

“That is the man. I was standing 
near the ticket office when I noticed the 
man buy a ticket and walk onto the 
bridge. He was tottering. with illness 
and greatly emaciated. I felt sorry for 
him and for that reason observed him 
more closely than I would ordinarily.”
